A 16-year-old Greenbelt youth, a resident of Springhill 
Lake, is in serious condition following a stabbing Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 9, in a robbery attempt outside Eleanor Roosevelt Sen¬ 
ior High School. The incident, which occurred shortly after 
11 a.m., took place just after the youth had met his mother in 
the school parking lot next to the gymnasium. She had brought 
him money to order his class ring. 

As her car pulled away, two Members of the Greenbelt Police 
black adult males, non-students, Dept, raced to the scene as soon 


engaged the youth in casual con¬ 
versation. Then they demanded 
that he turn over to them a 35 
mm. camera he held in his hand. 
When the student refused, one of 
the suspects pulled out a small- 
caliber handgun. The student 
yelled for help. There was a strug 
gle, and one of the suspects pulled 
out a knife and stabbed the stu¬ 
dent several times in the shoulder, 
according to Community Rela¬ 
tions Officer Charles Watkins. 

Students, hearing the youth’s 
cries for help, ran to his assist¬ 
ance, and others ran into the 
school to notify school officials, 
who called the Greenbelt Rescue 
Squad. The youth was transported 
to Doctors Hospital. He was 
reported in serious condition on 
Wednesday night. 


as the call came in from the 
school. State Police also respond 
ed. Greenbelt police immediately 
secured the scene of the crime 
and a search for the suspects be¬ 
gan. (By Tuesday night they had 
not been apprehended.) Student 
witnesses were interviewed and 
the Greenbriar neighborhood was 
canvassed. The impression of 
those who witnessed the crime 
was that the attackers were adult 
non-students. 

Detective Corporal Ernest 
Brumley is in charge of the inves 
tigation, assisted by Corporal Tom 
Ceccarelli.

Baltimore Symphony Concert 
In Greenbelt January 6

The famed Baltimore Symphony Orchestra under the direc¬ 
tion of its Music Director, Maestro Sergiu Comissiona, will be 
heard in concert at the Eleanor Roosevelt High School on Jan, 
6, 1981 at 8 p.m. 


The appearance of the Balti 
more Symphony on Jan. 6 is a 
presentation of the Greenbelt Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center, Inc. in associa¬ 
tion with the Chesapeake and Po¬ 
tomac Telephone Company of 
Maryland. The program is funded 
in part by the Bell System as 
part of its “American Orchestras 
on Tour” program. 

Because of the funding, tickets 
are being offered to the public at 
an exceptionally low price and 
should assure a full house for this 
cultural event. The coming of the 
Baltimore Symphony Orchestra to 
Greenbelt is a feather in the cap 
of the one-year-old Greenbelt 
Cultural Arts Center and a com 
pliment to the city of Greenbelt, 
its people and the residents of 
Prince Georges County. 

Maestro Comissiona has select 
ed a program to please the ex¬ 
pected mixed audience of seasoned 
symphony concert goers and 
those who may be experiencing a 
symphonic program live for the 
first time: Chabrier’s Espana and 
Ravel’s Pavanne and Symphonie 
Espagnole will constitute the first 
half of the program. The second 
half will be devoted to Dvorak’s 
Symphony No, 8 in G Major. 

Maestro Comissiona, Music Di 
rector and Conductor of the Bal¬ 
timore Symphony Orchestra since 
1969, has raised the orchestra to 


top-10 status among symphony 
orchestras in the U.S. The Ruma¬ 
nian-born conductor, now an 
American citizen, became the 
principal conductor of the Ruma¬ 
nian State Ensemble at the ago 
of 19. In 1959, he was appointed 
permanent Conductor of the Hai¬ 
fa Symphony Orchestra in Israel. 
He has also held permanent con 
ducting positions in Sweden and 
Ireland. 

The Maestro is one of the most 
eagerly sought-after personalities 
in the international circuit, whose 
guest conducting appearances in 
North America alone have in 
eluded almost every major orches 
tra. The Baltimore Symphony will 
be on tour in Europe and Scan 
dinavia in 1981. In 1979, the Bal 
timore Symphony won the pres 
tigious Swedish Gramophone 
Prize under Comissiona’s direc 
tion. 

A reception for Maestro Comis 
siona following the concert will 
raise funds for the Greenbelt Cul 
tural Arts Center. Invitations to 
the reception will be mailed 
shortly. Contributions for the re 
ception are tax deductible.

Although representatives of 
Prudential Insurance Comp¬ 
any desired a council decision 
on a site plan for lot 17 of the 
Golden Triangle on December 
B, Council postponed its deci¬ 
sion until after city engineer 
John Emler can review storm 
water management proposals 
for the site; The matter was 
also referred to the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board for 
possible consideration before 
the next council session on De¬ 
cember 15. 

At Monday’s session, the Advi¬ 
sory Planning Board (APB) sub¬ 
mitted its report on the site plan. 
A 133,000 square foot, six-story 
office building is proposed for the 
lot at the north edge of the Gold¬ 
en Triangle between Capitol Cad 
iliac and the city's Indian Springs 
park. Future plans propose an 
adjacent “twin” office building to 
the west and a multi-level park¬ 
ing garage on a slope north of 
that. 

In the present development, 
parking spaces in excess of code 
requirements will be provided. 
The 9676 square feet of landscap¬ 
ing—along the building, in the 
grass islands of the parking lot. 
and a buffer strip around the 
property—is also in excess of re¬ 
quirements. Neverthless, APB did 
recommend increased landscape 
buffer between this site and Capi 
tol Cadillac. 

No exterior, free-standing signs 
are designated on the site plan 
and it was felt that only a build¬ 
ing sign would be needed. APB 
also recommended architectural 
coordination throughout the Gold¬ 
en Triangle. 

APB recommended that the ef¬ 
fect of storm water run-off from 
the development on the city park¬ 
land be examined. In his agenda 
comments, City Manager James 
Giese expressed concern and 
found the original plan, “quite in¬ 
adequate, and, if permitted, would 
result in considerable damage to 


the city's parkland. There would 
be erosion and tree loss.” That 
plan would have drained storm 
water via a pipe which would 
outfall on city property. City staff 
had suggested several alterna¬ 
tives. 

Dave Murray, a representative 
of Ben Dyer and Associates, en¬ 
gineers for the Prudential proj¬ 
ect, reported to council that after 
discussion with Prudential, it was 
felt the best solution was also the 
most expensive. He proposed that 
storm water be piped across the 
city park to an existing concrete 
flume between the park and the 
Beltway. The water would follow 
this flume to a 48 inch pipe run¬ 
ning under the Beltway for storm 
drainage. The 42 inch pipe carry¬ 
ing storm water across the city 
park would be adjacent to an ex¬ 
isting WSSC easement once used 
for the junior high school sewage. 
This would require another 15 foot 
easement, but since the WSSC 
easement is already cleared, it 
would be posible to save trees. 
Murray noted that the flume was 
now two feet across and might 
have to be widened to four or five 
feet. This would involve parkland 
as the flume is now partially on 
city parkland. (See map page 4.) 

Ponding 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
asked about possible problems es¬ 
pecially with additional Beltway 
run-off. Murray admitted that 
there would be a pond around the 
Beltway pipe because the top of 
the pipe is four feet higher than 
the land. However, he felt the 
pond would drain in a few hours.

“Your land is going to pond, no 
matter what we do,” he said. 
“There has to be a pond to get 
the water in.” 

“What are you going to do for 
ponding us?” Castaldi asked. 
Murray mentioned increased tax 
es, parking and access for the city 
park. “You want a piece of the 
rock,’ joked Councilman Charles 
Schwan. Benches and tables would 
be useful, Councilman Richard 
Pilski felt, especially for deaf peo¬ 
ple who would not be bothered by 
Beltway noises. “I’m quite sure 
you could take it back to Pruden 
tial,” he said, “there is a mutual 
benefit.” Murray indicated that 
Prudential was interested in park 
areas for its employees. 

Indian Springs is an historical 
site. There is an old cemetery on 
the property. Murray noted that a 
spring, feeding a two to three foot 
deep stream channel begins just 
outside the city property. Giese 
had thought the spring and an old 
road which could be used to ser¬ 
vice the area was on city prop¬ 
erty. Murray, however, said both 
were outside the city park. He 
added that the city property line 
should be staked this week. 

Another suggestion for storm 
drainage was to provide a cha 
nnel to the existing stream bed. 
Murray was opposed to the idea, 
it would be, “esthetically a disas¬ 
ter, and take too many trees,” he 
felt. He also worried about its ef 
feet on the underground spring 
which is three feet below the sur

Girl Attacked at Lake

The Greenbelt Police are seek 
ing information concerning a sus 
pect involved in an alleged attack 
on a 15-year old girl. The incident 
occurred Sunday, December 7 at 
6:30 p.m. near the highrise build¬ 
ing off Lakecrest Drive where the 
lake path enters the woods at the 
south end of the lake. 

Wearing a gray jogging suit and 
a gray knit cap, the suspect 
grabbed the girl. According to po¬ 
lice, he approached her from be¬ 
hind saying “Come with me,” and 
tried to lead her into the woods by 
yoking her with a bandanna. The 
victim, however, who was armed 
with a knife, tried to pull away. 
In the struggle the man was 
stabbed twice and the girl suf¬ 
fered superficial cuts. 

The assailant is described by 
police as a white male, about 5' 
10”, of medium build and with 
shoulder length fluffy, blond hair. 

Persons with information about 
this incident are asked to call the 
Police Department at 474-7200 and 
speak to Detective Corporal Er¬ 
nest Brumley. All information 
will be kept confidential. 

Police caution persons not to 
walk alone in isolated parts of 
the city, especially after dark.

Blowing Hot and Cold 

Remember the old fable about the man who blew both hot 
and cold with the same breath? He breathed on his fingers to 
warm them on a cold day, and then blew on his soup to cool it. 
This legendary figure came to mind when we were puzzling 
over positions taken by some Greenbeit citizens on two recent 
proposals to develop vacant land at the city’s northern boundary. 

One sparked a successful effort by Citizens for Greenbeit 
and nearby neighbors to fight for the concept that Parcels 3 and 
4 should be developed with single family homes on large lots 
— thus saving as much as possible of the natural green beauty 
of the woodlands. The persistence of these citizens in holding 
out for large lots and the equal determination of city council 
not to capitulate to the District Council’s efforts to compromise 
on smaller lots deserve commendation. Both were rewarded 
when the District Council tilted Greenbelt’s way by settling for 
single family houses on quarter-acre lots. 

Unaccountable Attitude 

But if the principle of preserving this last undeveloped 
acreage in the North End for single-family homes is the one 
everyone supported, then the attitude of some of these same 
citizens at the Nov. 17 special hearing on the Ridge Road Spe¬ 
cial Assessment Ordinance seems to us unaccountable. This in¬ 
volved eight families who are starting to build homes on two 
small parcels also in the North End. Mostly Greenbeit Homes 
members, they are cooperatively sharing the problems of ob¬ 
taining larger homes within the community which they have 
contributed to and love; and they are building on larger lots to 
save trees, which will disturb the rural green belt as little as 
possible. Their cooperative endeavor in fact repeats a strong 
Greenbeit tradition of the ’50’s and ’60’s. At that time GHI 
families joined in cooperatives to purchase land for the resi¬ 
dences later built along Lakeside Drive and in the Northway- 
Woodland Way development. 

Greenbeit law requires that when a new house is built, the 
roadway in front of that house must be improved and curbs, 
sidewalks, and other appurtenances of suburban life must be 
added, all in order to meet minimum standards set by the city, 
and with all such work to be paid for by the builder. 

The Greenbeit City Council, after hearing almost four hours 
of citizen thoughts on the subject, decided it was in the best 
interest of the city and its residents to enact a special assess¬ 
ment ordinance to assure that the roadway and related improve¬ 
ments adjacent to these eight homes will be done in an orderly 
and timely manner, fully meeting city standards. The ordinance 
also assures that the adjoining property owners will each pay 
their full share of the improvement costs, including interest 
charges, over a period of 15 years. 

Collective Judgment 

Although introduction of this ordinance brought forth an 
unexpected display of public acrimony, the council, after hear¬ 
ing all the public arguments, made a collective judgment and 
passed the ordinance. We think their reasoning was sound. 
By their vote council reaffirmed the city’s long-time commit¬ 
ment, whenever possible, to add detached homes with trees, not 
just more and more townhouses and commercial and highrise 
buildings. 

We have been disturbed by the nature of the protests so 
vehemently expressed at the hearing — and continuing in the 
Letters column of this newspaper. Close scrutiny and genuine 
criticism of proposed land development are certainly necessary 
and desirable in the long run, as exemplified by the fight for 
low-density on Parcels 3 and 4. Here, however, what we sense 
is a regrettable tone of resentment against people who can 
“afford” to build detached homes and who therefore must be 
“rich” and surely not deserving of "special favors.” 

We are pained to see such bitterness among the neighbors 
of our community. As we see it, the whole community will gain 
from high quality low-density development of this tract of land 
and from the street improvements that it requires. Greenbeit 
citizens, we feel, should applaud, not criticize, council’s action.

In the Public Interest 

To the Editor: 

I cannot agree with Messrs. 
Ley, Curtis, James, and Lewis 
that the special assessment for 
eight families to build houses on 
upper Ridge Road is wrong. 

These families are going to pay 
a very large sum for improve¬ 
ments to streets, sidewalks, gut¬ 
ters and such in front of their 
houses. Instead of having to pay 
the assessment immediately, pre¬ 
sumably by borrowing the money 
from a bank, they will in effect be 
borrowing the money from the city 
and will repay it over a 15-year 
period with interest. This will not 
affect the city's financial position 
adversely. The city will pay for 
improvements to the street in 
front of the public park that is 
adjacent to the new houses. 

I am not bothered by this. The 
city is not granting a special as¬ 
sessment to help these people pay 
for a private road, or for private 
sidewalks. The city—not the fami¬ 
lies—has insisted that there be 
curbs and gutters, sidewalks, and 
that the road be widened because 
these things are in the public in¬ 
terest. These eight families are 
paying for streets and sidewalks 
that the entire city will use. We 
are not going to be expected to 
walk in the middle of upper Ridge 
Road as we now have to do on 
Lakeside and Northway. 

The families are expected to pay 
for street improvements in the 
public interest, and it is not un¬ 
reasonable that the city's share 
of the benefit for all of us be in 
the form of a special assessment 
that will cost the city nothing.

Interference in Mid-stream 

To the Editor: 

The letter in last week’s News 
Review' signed by six GHI Board 
members and referring to the 
purchase by GHI of the Clarke 
home at 5-C Laurel Hill makes 
statements about which we as 
Board members feel obliged to 
comment. 

We are greatly upset at the fact 
that this matter was dealt with 
in executive session. We bear some 
responsibility for having allowed 
it to be presented in executive ses¬ 
sion. If it had been dealt with in 
open session, as it should have 
been, the action taken would have 
been clear to the community and 
the rumors and distortions that 
have resulted would have * been 
minimized. We feel that when ac¬ 
tion will impact severely on indi¬ 
viduals or small groups, they 
should be notified of the impend¬ 
ing action and invited to attend 
the Board meeting. The Board has 
the duty to make decisions, but 
also has the responsibility to listen 
first to the people it is elected to 
serve, and to obtain the facts and 
the opinions of those concerned 
before coming to a decision. 

Secondly, we disagree totally 
with the main thrust of the letter 
signed by our fellow Board mem¬ 
bers—that "the purpose of the mo¬ 
tion was to define the policy for 
future repurchase and rentals of 
GHI homes .... it was not in¬ 
tended to be applied retroactively 
to the former board member.” We 
were at the meeting too, and both 
our memories and a reading of the 
recording secretary’s account of 
the motion belie the idea that this 
was not intended to be retroac¬ 
tive. We certainly voted against 
it with the idea which seemed 
quite clear at the time that it was 
intended to reverse action already 
taken by the manager. 

We do not oppose the change of 
policy of ceasing to buy back 
homes in ordinary circumstances. 
(The manager had, in fact, al¬ 
ready made such a change.) We 
do oppose strongly the interfer¬ 
ence in mid-stream with a deci¬ 
sion that Management had made 
that was based on previously ac¬ 
cepted policy. We were in favor 
of some change in that policy for 
the future, but not in the middle 
of a transaction.

Special Privilege 

To the Editor: 

Recently the Greenbelt City 
Council passed a special assess¬ 
ment ordinance allowing eight 
families to use the city’s credit to 
finance required curb and side¬ 
walk improvements. The council 
suggested that this measure 
would encourage individuals to 
develop single-family detached 
housing within Greenbelt, Yet 
they refused to pass a general or¬ 
dinance to that effect, using the 
lame excuse that a future council 
might overrule it. 

Nor did they view this ordinance 
as setting a precedent. Instead, 
they will decide any future peti¬ 
tions for such financial assistance 
on a case-by-case basis. Far from 
encouraging individual home de¬ 
velopers by defining eligibility cri¬ 
teria, the council can control ar¬ 
bitrarily which applicants may 
borrow. In the present case the 
mayor and two members of the 
city's Advisory Planning Board 
are among the egiht petitioners. 
Is it any wonder that this ordi¬ 
nance reeks of special privilege? 
Is it any wonder that there is a 
feeling "that some people are 
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getting a larger piece of the 
cake ?” 

The applicants claim that road 
improvements are in the public 
interest, as though that is suffi¬ 
cient justification for special as¬ 
sessment through city financing. 
In fact, the road improvements 
are dictated by city ordinance. 
Conformance to city ordinance 
clearly benefits the public, but 
that is not of itself a sufficient 
reason to grant municipal financ¬ 
ing to private individuals. 

If the city council does indeed 
wish to support the principle of 
granting loans for street im¬ 
provements, they should pass an 
ordinance defining general eligi¬ 
bility criteria for such loans. This 
would indicate council’s support 
for the principle, while avoiding 
the taint of special interest legis¬ 
lation. Catering to a special in¬ 
terest group is not in the best 
interest of the governed.

"None So Blind" 

To the Editor: 

A strange myopia seems to af¬ 
flict GHI Directors Curtis, James 
and Lewis in their discussing the 
city's use of special assessments. 
In the Manager’ Notes and in oral 
remarks of Councilman White and 
me reference was made to a spe¬ 
cial assessment of GHI to connect 
Greenhill and Hillside Roads. De¬ 
spite this instruction, these gen¬ 
tlemen wrote in last week’s News 
Review, "Earlier special assess¬ 
ments had been used to benefit 
large community-based organiza¬ 
tions such as the Jewish Commu¬ 
nity Center or commercial busi¬ 
nesses which would significantly 
add to the city’s tax base and 
hence benefit all the city’s resi¬ 
dents.” They succeed in proving 
again that, "There are none so 
blind as those who will not see.” 


Who Is To Pay? 

To the Editor: 

The question again is, who is to 
pay for the muleheaded wrong¬ 
headedness of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and management of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc.? 

1) The budget that the board 
passed includes a $40,000 contin¬ 
gency item for the National Labor 
Relations Board case (GHI is 
charged with violating federal law 
by firing four employees in an ef¬ 
fort to prevent unionization). 
General manager Ken Kopstein 
says not all of the $40,000 will 
have to be paid out on this case. 
Maybe, I say, and maybe not. But 
none of It should have been haz¬ 
arded, because GHI was just 
wrong. 

If the case is decided against 
GHI (the hearing is next Septem¬ 
ber), we will have to pay to each 
fired employee (including those 
since rehired) their net wage loss 
plus interest. Whichever way the 
decision goes, and besides that lia¬ 
bility, the GHI Board authorized 
payment to one Atlanta union- 
busting firm at $500 a day and to 
a Pittsburgh union-busting firm 
(the one handling the NLRB case) 
at $75 an hour, or sj we were told. 
There’ll probably also be airfares, 
hotels, printing of briefs, etc., to 
pay. 

I urged the Board to delete the 
$40,000 item, sack the union-bust¬ 
ers, and instruct Kopstein to set¬ 
tle the case now and negotiate in 
good faith with the union. The 
Board ignored my suggestion. 
$40,000 is $25 per GHI member per 
year (over $2 per monthly pay¬ 
ment). It also is $800 per each 
GHI employee (white- and blue- 
collar). We could cut the budget 
by part of this $40,000 and give 
better raises to our employees 
than the 8 % (less-than-the-infla- 
tion rate) raise the Board voted. 
What happens when the union 
comes in anyway and negotiates 
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atop the 8 %, and we still have the 
union-busters and the back-pay 
to shell out for? But the Board 
prefers to go Kopstein's route— 
union-busting, if they can. 

2) On Monday, Nov. 24, the staff 
of the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission briefed the 
Commission on findings by a Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute panel of 
scientists. The scientific panel up¬ 
held a previous finding that can¬ 
cer may be caused by chronic ex¬ 
posure to urea formaldehyde such 
as that coming from UF foam in¬ 
sulation. 

When a previous board, led 
by board member Ed James, 
last June decided to permit mem¬ 
bers to have foam insulation in¬ 
stalled (he and the then Board 
member Bobbi McCarthy wanted 
to install it) several GHI mem¬ 
bers, Kopstein and the GHI law¬ 
yer warned against it — but the 
board voted to do so. After other 
members and I raised more “ned” 
about it, the present board voted 
to permit installation of UF foam 
insulation but not urethane foam. 
So some of us raised more "ned,” 
and finally board member Curtis 
moved to suspend the permission 
to install UF — not on sensible 
health grounds but because the 
installation price had gone up so 
much no one was using it! 

Our bright board had voted to 
make people who install UF sign 
waivers that they would not sue 
GHI if harmed by it, but didn't 
vote to protect people living next 
door or people who’ll move into 
UF-spoiled homes. So now we can 
(a) be sued by those who didn’t 
sign w'aivers and (b) be stuck for 
vacancy losses on any houses 
made unsaleable by bad UF foam 
insulation. These board people 
aren’t prudent; they knew, when 
they voted permission to install, 
that government investigation of 
UF was going on and why, but, as 
Ed James said, it hadn’t yet been 
banned. 

Who is to pay? GHI members 
will have to, until we get better 
board and management.
